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essage  from  the  College  President 


Dear  Friends: 

Our  Report  to  the  Community  for  1 996  has  taken  a  new  approach.  It  includes  a  presentation  of 
the  College  and  reflects  how  the  Foundation  supports  the  College  in  its  endeavors.  The  mission  of 
Randolph  Community  College  is  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  community,  and  we  are  proud  to  say  that  1 996  was 
a  productive,  eventful  and  e.xciting  year  for  us. 

RCC  is  serving  more  students.  The  total  headcount  enrollment 
was  5.095  for  fall  quarter  1996  compared  to  4.729  for  fall  1995. 
Curriculum  had  a  total  of  1 ,427  students,  compared  to  1 ,343  for 
fall  1995  and  Continuing  Education  had  a  total  of  3.668 
compared  to  3.386  for  1995. 

During  1 996,  the  Board  of  Trustees  granted  approval  for  the 
College  administration  to  pursue  new  programs  in  the  areas  of 
Archaeological  &  Historical  Preservation  Technology. 
Rehabilitation  Assistant,  and  Speech-Language  Pathology 
Assisting  (a  cooperative  effort  with  four  other  area  community 
colleges).  The  Board  also  granted  approval  to  establish  a 
JobLink  Career  Center  on  the  RCC  campus  in  collaboration  with 
local  service  agencies. 

Capital  improvements  completed  in  the  past  year  at  a  cost  of  $2.5 

million  include  a  new  Health  &  Science  Center  consisting  of 

20,000  square  feet  and  an  addition  to  the  Design  Center 

consisting  of6.0()0  square  feet.  Another  major  accomplishment 

is  that  the  Randolph  County  Board  of  Commissioners  has  agreed  to  provide  60  acres  of  county  land  to  the 

College  for  the  construction  of  an  Emergency  Services  Training  Center  which  is  in  the  planning  stages. 

The  continued  success  of  the  Randolph  Community  College  Foundation  Inc..  as  shown  in  this  report,  helps 
to  support  the  College  by  providing  scholarships,  mini-grants,  program  support  monies,  etc.  With  the  support 
of  the  Foundation  we  are  able  to  provide  that  "margin  of  excellence"  for  our  students. 

We  hope  a  review  of  this  report  will  inspire  you  to  visit  our  College  campus  and  take  advantage  of  the  services 
and  opportunities  available.

Building  Program 

RCC  recently  opened  its  $1.8  million  Health 
&  Science  Center  and  a  $760,000  addition  to 
the  Design  Center.  The  20,000-square-foot 
Health  &  Science  Center  accommodates 
biology,  physics,  chemistry  and  health 
occupations  classes  and  includes  a  multimedia 
lab  and  faculty  offices.  The  6,000-square-foot 
Design  Center  addition  adds  a  lab,  classroom 
and  storage  space  to  the  existing  facility. 

The  next  phase  of  the  building  program 

includes  an  addition  to  the  Archdale  Campus, 

a  new  Campus  Store  and  an  Emergency 

Services  Training  Center.  The  Archdale 

Campus  project,  currently  out  on  bid,  will  add 

two  classrooms  to  that  campus.  The  new 

Campus  Store,  now  in  the  design  stage,  will 

double  the  space  in  the  current  store  and  allow  for  expansion  of  the  College's  Food  Service.  The  College  recently  was  awarded  a  tract 

of  land  from  Randolph  County  for  the  Emergency  Services  Training  Center  that  will  be  located  near  the  county  landfill  and  will  include 

a  firina  range,  driving  range,  a  fire  training  tower,  a  burn  building,  a  control  tower,  storage  and  classroom  areas. 


This  spacious  biology  lab  in  RCC 's  new  Health  &  Science  Center  will  replace  aging 
facilities  in  the  Administration/Education  Center,  which  was  built  when  the  College 
opened  in  1962.  A  small  greenhouse,  a  lab  prep  room  and  a  storage  room  adjacent 
to  the  lab  make  this  a  state-of-the-art  facility.

New  Programs  at  RCC 

Randolph  Community  College  is  planning  three  new  curriculum  programs  to  he  implemented  in  fall  1 997.  These  three  programs  are 
currently  in  the  apjiroval  process  at  the  North  Carolina  Ccmmutnity  College  System. 

^   Archaeological  &  Historical  Preservation  Technology  -  A.A.S.  degree 

This  program  will  train  in(Ji\'iduals  to  work  in  the  field  of  historical  preservation  and  archaeological  surveys.  The  idea  came 
through  Continuing  Education  programs  being  offered  at  RCC.  This  is  a  new  program  for  the  community  college  system  and  the 
Southeast.  The  College  feels  this  program  would  dovetail  nicely  with  existing  Interior  Design  and  Photography  Technology 
programs.  Employment  projections  predict  adequate  employment  opportunities  with  industry  and  state  and  federal  government. 

V    Rehabilitation  Assistant  -  One-year  diploma 

This  program  is  designed  to  train  individuals  to  provide  a  continuum  of  care  in  a  health  care  setting.  RCC"s  Health  Occupations 
department  has  worked  with  representatives  from  physical  therapy,  occupational  therapy  and  other  areas,  and  they  have  been  very 
supportive.  Students  would  come  into  the  program  at  a  Nursing  Assistant  II  level,  so  they  would  already  have  some  training.  This 
also  is  a  new  program  to  the  community  college  system. 

^    Speech-Language  Pathology  Assisting  -  A.A.S.  degree 

This  program  is  a  cooperative  venture  between  RCC,  Davidson  County  Community  College,  Guilford  Technical  Community 
College.  Surry  Community  College  and,  the  parent  college  for  the  program,  Forsyth  Technical  Community  College.  This  program, 
also  new  to  the  community  college  system,  prepares  graduates  to  work  under  a  licensed  pathologist.  Each  college  will  have  four 
students  from  its  area  to  be  admitted.  They  would  take  general  education  courses  at  RCC  the  first  year  and  go  to  FTCC  the  second 
year  to  complete  the  program.

1996  Excellence  in  Teaching  Award 


Photography  Technology  instructor  Greg  Stewart  was  RCC's  nominee  for  the  1996 
Excellence  in  Teaching  Award.  This  is  an  annual,  statewide  program  sponsored  by  the 
North  Carolina  Community  College  System/First  Union  Foundation.  Greg  has  been  an 
instructor  at  RCC  since  May  1981.  He  earned  his  A.A.S.  in  photography  from  RCC  and 
a  B.S.  in  Occupational  Education  from  Western  Carolina  University.  At  RCC,  Greg  has 
been  active  in  the  Tech  Prep  program,  various  College  committees  and  the  current 
reengineering  process  with  NCCCS.  He  also  established  "Lightyears"  in  1 992,  a  newsletter 
for  RCC  photography  graduates.  Greg  is  actively  involved  in  the  Southern  Short  Course 
in  News  Photography  and  has  served  as  that  group's  treasurer,  student  coordinator, 
registration  chair  and  audiovisual  coordinator.  He  also  plays  a  pivotal  role  in  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Press  Photographer's  Association.  Greg  has  been  involved 
in  various  projects  for  community  groups:  sharing  his  photography  knowledge  with 
visitors  to  the  North  Carolina  Zoological  Park,  holding  Saturday  photography  sessions  for 
the  Boy  Scouts  Merit:  Badge  College  and  working  with  the  Asheboro  Bicentennial 
Committee  and  the  Randolph  Hospital  Community  Health  Foundation.

RCC  President  Dr.  Larry  Linker  has  been  working  with  a  Randolph  County  steering  committee  to  plan  a  JobLink  Career  Center  for 
this  county.  JobLink  Career  Centers  are  designed  to 

1.  provide  access  to  career  and  labor  market  information,  placement  services,  and  training  services  to  all  customers,  both 
individuals  and  employers; 

2.  integrate  services  over  time  by  offering  a  common  core  of  information  and/or  on-site  services  at  all  centers,  including,  at  a 
minimum,  access  to  all  services/programs  of  the  key  agency  partners:  Community  Colleges,  Social  Services  (Work  First), 
Employment  Security  Commission,  Job  Training  Partnership  Act  (JTPA),  Public  Schools  (JobReady/School-to-Work),  and 
Vocational  Rehabilitation. 

RCC  will  be  the  lead  agency  for  the  JobLink  Career  Center  and  will  expand  the  College's  Career  Center  to  accommodate  these 
additional  services.

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Technology  Update 

Randolph  Community  College  has  taken  several  steps  to  stay  on  the 
forefront  of  technology  in  the  last  year  to  fulfill  its  ongoing  commitment  to 
quality  in  instruction  and  services.  This  is  a  continual  process  for  the 
College  Curriculum  and  Continuing  Education  programs  and  the 
administrative  and  support  staff. 

^  RCC  is  in  the  process  of  implementing  acampuswide  commiuiications 
network.  This  process  \\  as  broken  into  five  phases.  During  Phase  1 .  the 
College  installed  a  fiber  optic  backbone  to  connect  five  buildings:  the 
Vocational/Technical  Center,  the  Learning  Resources  Center,  the 
Student  Services  Center,  part  of  the  Administration/Education  Center 
and  the  Computer  Technology  Center.  During  Phase  2.  all  staff  offices 
will  be  connected  to  the  fiber  optic  backbone.  Phase  3  will  connect  the 
new  Health  &  Science  Center,  the  Business  Education  Center,  the 
Design  Center,  the  Photography  Imaging  Center  (part  of  AEC)  and  the 
maintenance  building.  Classrooms  and  faculty  offices  will  be  connected 
during  Phase  4.  and  Phase  5  will  provide  electronic  mail  and  a  Novell 
file  server  for  faculty  and  staff.  In  addition,  a  T 1  line  has  been  installed 
to  provide  Internet  access  to  classrooms,  the  library,  faculty  and  staff. 
This  project  is  expected  to  be  completed  sometime  in  1997.

RCC  created  a  new  position  entitled  "Coordinator  of  Instructional  Excellence"  during  1996,  partially  funded  by  a  Foundation 
Mini-Grant.  This  coordinator  works  with  faculty  and  staff  on  an  individualized  basis  to  enhance  teaching  methods,  to  facilitate 
discussion  of  relevant  topics,  and  to  arrange  special  training  and  professional  development.  Coordination  of  technology  within 
the  Instructional  di\  ision  is  emphasized.  Celia  Hurley,  who  has  been  with  the  College  since  1 987  as  director  of  Media  Ser\'ices, 
added  these  new  duties  in  August  and  since  then  has  worked  with  several  faculty  members  in  obtaining  new  equipment  and 
computer  software  for  their  classrooms.  She  also  developed  classes  for  the  College"  s  Professional  Development  days  during  the 
fall  break  and  will  be  continuously  setting  up  classes  for  Instructional  division  faculty  and  staff  on  topics  such  as  Microsoft 
PowerPoint.  Microsoft  Word,  and  graphing  calculators.  Hurley  is  the  College's  liaison  to  the  Piedmont  Area  Educational 
Consortium,  and  also  has  set  up  periodic  sessions  to  update  the  College's  Management  Council  on  new  technology. 

Several  cuiTicula  received  new  equipment  in  the  last  year.  The  Machinist  program  purchased  a  new  Computer  Numerical  Control 
(CNC),  which  can  be  programmed  to  make  the  necessary  moves  to  machine  a  part,  and  a  new  milling  machine  with  a  digital 
readout,  which  lets  the  operator  know  within  two  ten-thousands  of  an  inch  how  far  a  part  is  moved  during  the  milling  process. 
Also  relatively  new  to  the  machine  shop  is  a  CNC  milling  machine,  in  which  the  computer  is  programmed  to  make  all  the  machine 
movements.  The  Photographic  Technology  department  purchased  a  high-quality  film  scanner  to  input  photographic  images  into 
computer  digital  equipment  and  a  film  recorder  which  outputs  digital  files  back  to  photographic  film.  Also,  Sinar-Bron  of  New 
Jersey  loaned  the  department  several  state-of-the-art  electronic  strobe  power  packs,  and  the  donations  to  the  department  this  year 
include  several  Farrall  lights,  which  are  large  fiberglass  light  boxes  illuminated  by  strobe  lights,  donated  by  Alderman  Studios 
of  High  Point,  and  two  hazy  lights,  which  can  cost  up  to  $9,000  each,  by  Erikson  Productions  of  Raleigh.  The  Art  &  Design 
department  has  purchased  new  computers  and  upgraded  others  to  run  AutoCad  13  software,  which  will  be  used  by  the  Interior 
Design  and  Electrical/Electronics  Technology  cunicula  and  the  Continuing  Education  division. The  Automotive  Body  Repair 
curricula  purchased  a  dual  tower  1 0-ton  pulling  capacity  frame  machine  with  digital  laser  measuring  and  in  early  1 997  will  install 
an  oversized  paint  mix  room  which  will  utilize  a  computerized  paint  mixing  system.  Donated  to  the  curricula  this  year  was  a  plastic 
airless  welder  by  Urethane  Supply  Co.  of  Rainsville.  Ala. 

Randolph  Community  College  established  its  presence  on  the  Internet  in  July  1996  with  the  launch  of  its  World  Wide  Web 
site.  The  College's  web  site  includes  general  information  about  the  College,  its  services  and  facilities.  Cuniculum  and  Continuing 
Education  courses  offerings,  information  on  the  RCC  Foundation  and  campus  maps.  Several  updates  to  the  web  site  are  planned 
during  1997,  including  adding  photographs  and  feature  information.

As  you  have  seen,  1996  was  an  exciting  year  for  Randolph  Community  College.  The  Randolph 
Community  College  Foundation  Inc.  played  an  important  role  in  providing  the  College  with  a  "margin 
of  excellence"  in  caixying  out  its  mission. 

Students  remained  a  top  priority  for  the  Foundation.  Seventy-two  students  were  helped  to  reach  their 
educational  goals  through  Foundation  scholarships  this  year.  The  six  Student  Ambassadors  received 
Foundation  support  and  one  student  from  each  of  the  county's  public  high  schools  was  chosen  to  receive  a 
High  School  Achievement  Scholarship. 

For  example,  RCC  scholarship 
recipients  at  a  reception  in  November  offered  their  appreciation  to  donors  and  gave  personal  narratives  of 
preparing  for  and  building  careers  at  RCC  with  the  aid  of  contributors.  RCC  employees  were  honored  at  the 
annual  appreciation  breakfast  not  only  for  years  of  service  but  also  for  their  contributions  and  teamwork. 

The  Foundation  also  gave  RCC  faculty  and  staff  an  opportunity  to  see  innovative  projects  become  realities 
through  mini-grants  and  provided  funding  to  automate  the  Foundation's  accounting,  receipting  and  donor 
tracking  processes. 

The  slogan  for  the  Foundation's  internal  giving  campaign  this  year,  "Qualifying  for  the  Future,"  expresses 
the  expectation  of  advancement  that  characterizes  RCC,  the  Foundation,  and  the  community  we  serve.  It 
means  we're  on  the  right  track,  moving  in  the  right  direction.  During  a  two-week  period,  the  fund  drive 
offered  donors  the  opportunity  to  graphically  represent  their  support  by  sponsoring  race  cars  that  eventually 
filled  and  extended  beyond  the  track  displayed  in  the  Student  Services  Center.  The  campaign  was  not  a 
contest  of  speed  but  a  challenge  to  teamwork.  The  number  of  donors  increased  by  289^  and  total  contributions 
increased  by  33%  over  1995  levels. 

"Qualifying  for  the  Future"  characterizes  the  Foundation's  commitment  to  Randolph  Community  College. 
What  qualifies  the  Foundation  to  fulfill  its  mission  and  purpose  are  not  merely  the  tasks,  duties  and 
responsibilities  undertaken,  but  the  manner  in  which  they  are  performed.

Associate  Degree  Nursing  Fund 

In  1983.  the  Randolph  Community  College  Foundation  Inc.  established  this  endowment  to  help  the  College  fund  an  Associate  Degree 
Nursing  curriculum.  Since  then,  this  fund  has  provided  program  support  to  a  curriculum  that  is  critically  important  to  the  health  and 
welfare  of  the  people  of  Randolph  County.  By  supporting  nursing,  which  is  an  expensive  curriculum,  this  fund  continues  to  help  RCC 
produce  qualified  graduates  of  the  Associate  Degree  Nursing  program. 

Endowment  for  Excellence  Fund 

Earnings  from  this  endowment  help  assure  the  best  instruction,  equipment  and  technology  for  students  at  RCC.  Contributions  are 
invested  and  earnings  are  allocated  according  to  the  needs  at  the  College,  or  contributors  may  specify  how  the  earnings  are  to  be  used. 
This  fund  started  from  a  Title  III  endowment  grant. 

Endowed  Scholarship  Fund 

Endowed  scholarships  provide  financial  support  to  RCC  students  to  be  used  for  expenses  they  incur  while  attending  college.  Any  initial 
contribution  may  establish  a  scholarship  and  is  then  invested.  When  contributions  total  $3,000.  the  fund  is  endowed  and  a  scholarship 
unit  is  awarded  annually.  An  endowed  scholarship  is  a  way  to  perpetually  honor  or  remember  an  individual,  organization  or  business. 

Designated  Fund 

If  a  donor  does  not  wish  to  make  a  donation  to  an  endowed  fund,  the  Foundation's  Designated  Fund  offers  a  variety  of  alternatives. 
A  lump  sum  contribution  can  be  made  to  this  fund  and  restrictions  stated  as  to  how  the  contribution  will  be  used,  i.e.,  for  a  scholarship, 
for  a  piece  of  equipment  or  for  other  specific  program  support. 

Undesignated  Fund 

Contributions  to  this  critical  fund  provide  support  for  the  special  needs  of  educational  programs.  Foundation  operations  and  emergency 
funds  to  fulfill  the  purpose  of  the  College.
